in favor of Beckham , Judge DuUclle 
dissent lug. 
T h e other two KepuhlleHii 
Judges, 
Btirnam and Guflfy, 
handed 
down a separate opinion, which d if­ 
fered In its reasons from the opinion 
of the D em ocratic Judges, but agreed 
w ith them In its conclusion. 
Judge 
Ilobson, one of the four Democrat It 
Judges, w rote the opinion of the ma 
Jorlty of tin* court, affirming tl»e d< 
vision of Judge Field of Ijouisvilh 
It recites tin* work of the state can 
vusslng board and of the contest pro 
(•codings in the loglslature and all tin 
subsequent proceedings and holds:

W e are therefore unable to see how
